Charles W. Tobey of New 
Hampshire, a c o m m i t t e e 
member, was made by Wil­ 
liam O’Dwyer, ambassador to 
Mexico and former mayor of 
New York, a witness at the 
Senate committee’s New York 
hearings. 
Both 
men 
had 
supporters 
and detractors in New Hamp­ 
shire. Governor Sherman Ad­ 


ams and 
Wesley 
Powell 
of 
Hampton Falls, who opposed 
Tobey in the last election, how­ 
ever, avoided the fight. 
Aligned with O’Dwyer was 
the Manchester Union, one of 
the state’s leading newspap­ 
ers, which estimate;* also that 
gambling is a $30 million busi­ 
ness in New Hampshire. The 
newspaper wants gamb l i n g 
legalized to control it. 
A legislative h e a r i n g 
is 
scheduled soon on 
a 
bill 
to 
stiffen penalties for gambling 
convictions. The bill, 
written 
by Deputy Attorney General 
William S. Green, would re­ 
quire jail terms ranging up to 


five years for conviction. 
Tobey also denied O'Dwy- 
er’s claim that the Solon sent 
to New York to raise money 
for his campaign last Fall,

It is the project of 70 
farm homemakers from Mont­ 
gomery County, Maryland. 
Two days a week throughout 
the year the women put on white 
starch dresses and best smiles, 
and become saleswomen. They 
own and operate the Montgom­ 
ery F a r m Women’s Cooperative 
Market, Inc,, in Bethesda. Md., 
on the northern fringe of Wash­ 
ington, D. C. 
A stream of cars from Wash­ 
ington and nearby suburbs bring 
eager 
customers 
who 
return 
home 
with 
farm-fresh 
meats, 
eggs, vegetables, baked 
goods, 
flowers and other products from 
members* farms. 
Mrs. Albert R. Scott, one of the 
m em bers who helped organize 
the 
cooperative, 
specializes in 
fresh 
m eats—beef, 
pork 
and 
poultry. She averages about $125 
a week from m eat sales, and in 
1949, her gross sales amounted 
to $12,098. 
Mrs. Ja m e s F. Hilton special­ 
izes in crochet work, mainly fan­ 
cy doilies and pot holders. One 
oi her beautifully made rose-leaf 
or pansy doilies sells for $1.50 
and her pot holders bring 50 
cents. 
Miss 
Pearl E. Barlow*, 
president of the cooperative, re­ 
cently spent $700 for a new kitch­ 
en. Every nickel cam e from the 
market. 
This cooperative handles its 
affairs differently than others in 
that each m em ber sells her own 
goods, onduets her 
sales, 
col­ 
lects her money, and takes care 
ow any surplus at the d a y ’s end.

proud of their school loan fund. 
Each 
woman 
contributes 
five 
cents a week and money is turn­

omist at Ohio State university, 
told his audience the last 30

changes in 
gram than in live­ 
stock farming. 
“Many farmers spend about 
as much time as their grand­ 
fathers did to care for similar- 
siied herds and flocks. A feu 
thinking men. houever. handle 
three to six times as m a n y 
animals per man hour as does 
the average individual,** Bak­ 
er said. 
Such men figure how to do es­ 
sential jobs in the shortest time. 
They arrange their working area 
to reduce travel and unnecessary 
handling. They store raw m ate­ 
rials such as feed and bedding 
where they are handiest. 
Small 
grain 
elevators 
and 
overhead storage of feed 
with 
gravity flow into carts or ca r­ 
riers reduce time and e f f o r t 
spent in feeding. Baker pointed 
out. 
“When 
changes 
have 
been 
made in '’horn routines to save 
time and effort, operators dis­ 
cover that fatigue is reduced, 
better care 
and 
more patient 
treatment of livestock follows,’* 
the economist declared.
